THE NATIONAL HIGHWAYS (AMENDMENT) 
ORDINANCE, 1992 

No. 19 of 1992 

Promulgated by the President in the Forty-third Year of the Republic 

of India. 

An Ordinance further to amend the National Highways Act, 1956. 

Whereas a Bill further to amend the National Highways Act, 1956 has 
been passed by the House of the People and is pending in the Council of 
States; 

And whereas Parliament is not in session and the President is satis¬ 
fied that circumstances exist which render it necessary for him to take 
immediate action to give effect to the provisions of the Bill; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by clause (1) of 
article 123 of the Constitution, the President is pleased to promulgate the 
following Ordinance: — 

1. (1) This Ordinance may be called the National Highways (Amend¬ 
ment) Ordinance, 1992.
